MAYOR LANE BY COL. HEUER 


Federal Government to Get Busy At Once, in 
Conjunction With the City, Upon 
the Richmond Harbor Work 


Here is the positive proof that the Government of the 
United States is now squarely behind Richmond in the great 
inner and outer harbor project destined to make Richmond one 
of the most important deep water shipping ports on the Pacific 
coast. The following letter was received yesterday from Colo- 
nel Heuer, by Mayor Lane. It speake for itself: 


To the Mayor of Richmond, California. 
Sir: 

The first work that will probably beedone under the Gov- 
ernment appropriation at Richmond Harbor will be the dredg- 
ing of a channel 20 feet wide by 24 feet deep from deep water in 
San Francisco Bay on the north side of the proposed entrance to 
the harbor from the Santa Fe pier to Point Potrero, thence 


MILK RATES NOT 


In spite of ihe fact that the milk 
dealers in San Francisco and Ala- 
meda counties are raising the rats 
on milk today, the dealers of Rich- 
mond will continue to sell at 
old price. 

Giving four primary reasons for 
the increased charges which they are 
asking, the Alameda County Milk 
Dealers’ Association today issued a 
circular gving notice to the residents 
of the county of a general raise in 
prices on milk, cream and buttermilk. 
The eadvanced schedule takes effect 
today. 

Added expense for pasturization, 
owing to the instalation of expefisive 
Ppasturization plants, the advanced 
cost of dairy labor, and the advanced 
cost of general dairy supplies and a 
twenty per cent raise in the price of 
‘holesale milk are cited in the circu- 
ar. and local dealers say that it is 
probably only a matter of time when 
these conditions will have to be met 
here. The new prices will continue 
until an investigation by the Wash- 
ington authorities, covering all items 
from the birth of the calf to the con- 
sumption of the milk is finished. 
Then new prices based on that inves- 
‘tigation will be established.
